Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Report  of  the  work  of 
the  Institute  for  the  year  1912-13. 


GENERAL. 

At  the  close  of  the  statistical  year  there  were  in  the 
Library  49,113  volumes,  as  against  47,866  volumes  at  the  end 
of  the  previous  year.  Of  the  number  now  available  for  public 
use  26,567  are  in  the  Lending  Library,  and  22,546  in  the 
Reference  Department.

es-  There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  receipt  of  fines  for 

detaining  books  beyond  the  14  days  allowed  for  reading  them. 
The  amount  paid  into  the  bank  was  £96  6s.  6d.  as  against  the 
sum  of  £89  0s.  lOd.  paid  during  the  previous  year.  Lost  and 
damaged  books  were  fewer  than  last  year,  the  amount  paid  by 
borrowers  being  6s.  7d.  less  than  that  recorded  in  the  last 
report. 

The  total  number  of  borrowers'  cards  in  force  for  the  year 
Tickets,  was  3,617.  Of  this  number  1,686  were  renewals,  1,911  were 
new  tickets,  and  20  were  issued  to  persons  depositing  5/-  in 
lieu  of  obtaining  guarantee.  There  are  594  expired  tickets  in 
the  hands  of  borrowers,  and  88  which  have  not  yet  been  taken 
up  by  the  applicants.  Since  the  year  1898,  654  readers  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  deposit  system,  and  after  deducting 
493  who  have  surrendered  their  cards  and  withdrawn  their 
deposits,  there  are  161  still  using  the  Library  as  depositors. 
In  consequence  of  death,  removal  or  neglect  to  renew  tickets, 
2,089  names  have  been  struck  off  the  register,  as  against  2,167 
during  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year.

Replacements.  During  the  year  262  worn  out  volumes  were  with- 
drawn from  the  collection.  Of  these  182  have  been  replaced 
by  new  copies,  at  a  cost  of  £22  4s.  2d.,  as  compared  with 
£38  9s.  8d.  expended  in  replacing  268  worn  out  volumes 
the  previous  year.  It  was  found  that  61  volumes  were  no 
longer  useful  and  were  not  replaced,  while  19  are  unobtainable 
at  present.  The  amount  expended  for  re-binding  was 
£106  15s.  9d.

Attendances.  Over  half  a  million  visits  were  paid  to  the  news-room 

during  the  year.  From  actual  count  on  the  4th  March,  it  was 
shown  that  1,805  males  and  36  females  visited  the  room.

Literature. 
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LECTURE  HALL. 
The  lectures  given  during  the  year  attracted  an  average  of 
333  persons  for  each  lecture.  Fourteen  lecturers  were  engaged, 
while  the  Rev.  W.  Hudson  Shaw,  m.a.,  one  of  the  Governors, 
and  a  well-known  University  Extension  lecturer,  generously 
offered  his  gratuitous  services  on  two  occasions,  his  lectures 
being  greatly  appreciated  by  fairly  large  audiences. 

The  number  of  course  ticket  holders  was  considerably 
larger  than  that  of  the  previous  winter,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
coming  year  will  be  as  successful  as  the  one  just  closed. 

The  winter  was  marked  by  an  excellent  series  of  10 
Chamber  Concerts,  under  the  auspices  of  the  People's  Concert 
Society,  with  Miss  Ethel  Robinson  as  the  Secretary.  These 
concerts,  which  were  only  fairly  well  attended,  were  very 
varied,  consisting  of  sonatas  for  pianoforte  and  violoncello 
and  for  pianoforte  and  violin,  and  other  instrumental  items — 
trios,  quartets,  quintets,  etc.  On  one  evening  a  string  band 
of  26  performers  supplied  the  programme,  and  at  each  concert 
there  was  a  vocalist.  Such  an  admirable  arrangement  was 
expected  to  draw  large  audiences,  inasmuch  as  not  only  was  a 
splendid  programme  provided  on  each  occasion,  but  the  artistes 
taking  part  in  the  concerts  were  some  of  the  best  that  could  be 
procured.  It  is  hoped  that  the  series  arranged  for  next  winter 
will  attract  larger  numbers.

MUSICAL  SOCIETY. 

The  membership  of  the  Musical  Society  was  not  so  large 
as  that  of  the  previous  year,  only  98  joining,  as  against  122  in 
1911-12.  There  were  32  rehearsals  under  the  conductorship  of 
Mr.  Arthur  Trickett,  f.r.co. 

The  Society  gave  the  usual  two  concerts.  At  the  per- 
formance of  Mendelssohn's  "  Athalie,"  on  December  19th  the 
principals  were  Miss  Ada  Barnett,  Miss  Esther  Franklin, 
Miss  Florence  Davis,  and  Mr.  Herbert  Tracey.  For  the 
second  concert,  on  March  27th,  there  were  engaged  Miss 
Winifred  Marwood,  Miss  Clara  Robson,  Mr.  Charles  Saunders, 
and  Mr.  Montague  Borwell,  and  the  work  performed  was 
Rossini's  "  Stabat  Mater."  As  in  previous  years,  there  was 
a  miscellaneous  programme  in  addition  to  the  performance  of 
each  work.  The  success  of  the  Society  is  due  mainly  to  the 
excellent  conductorship  of  Mr.  Trickett,  and  to  the  help  so 
generously  rendered  for  many  years  past  by  Miss  Alice  Rust, 
to  whom  the  thanks  of  the  Governors  are  due.

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LUNCHEON-HOUR  CONCERTS. 

The  Luncheon-hour  Concerts  on  Wednesdays  and  Thur- 
days  continue  to  be  much  appreciated  by  City  workers.  The 
Chamber  Concerts  arranged  on  Wednesdays  by  the  Albion 
Trio,  I  am  glad  to  say,  are  growing  in  favour,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  when  they  become  more  widely  known  the  attendance  wilt 
greatly  increase.  The  Thursday  1.10  to  1.50  Concerts  averaged 
an  attendance  of  477,  while  the  earlier  concerts,  arranged  as  an 
experiment  between  the  hours  of  12  and  1,  were  not  so  popular, 
but  it  is  expected  that  the  audiences,  numbering  an  average  of 
only  136,  will  steadily  increase  to  justify  their  continuance. 

There  were  in  all  74  concerts  arranged  during  the  winter, 
and  the  total  attendance  was  22,364.  Since  the  beginning,. 
128,742  persons  have  attended  the  mid-day  concerts. 


PHYSICAL  CULTURE  CLASS. 

An  increased  membership  of  the  Class  from  89  in  1911-12,. 
to  105  in  1912-13,  must  be  gratifying  to  Mr.  D.  M.  Nelson,  the 
conductor.  The  attendance  was  well  maintained  to  the  end,, 
which  says  much  for  the  method  of  teaching,  and  for  the  variety 
of  the  exercises.
